bodies In avoiding big new problems, it was decided that each nation could 
draw Its own definitions of amateurism, 
Th** problem, being thua disposed of, will ho s<*ttled only temporarily, 
nu there Is found to he a lot of complaint lf S w e d e n 'aboil Id decide thai! It is 
not Improper it* compensate an athlete, and her paid athletes should some 
time he called upon to meet representatives cif other nations of contrary 


belief. 
It poems that, some equitable baris should ba tumid upon which an a m a ­ 
teur athlete could get some remunerative reward of the time and trouble 
spent in developing his talents. 
It is only fait that an athlete win* Is called upon to leave his work for 
a week or more should be comtiensatedl in tho sum that Ii** would have earned 
if he had remained in the pursuit of his method of livelihood. 
The present system of allowing th** athlete only his actual expenses only 
encourages a little "cheating*’ on th** side, whereas the above plan might 
serve to remove all temptations. 
Beyond whatever glory there Is In It. th** young athlete gets nothing for 
the time that he might better spend in (ulvas* ing himself In a professional 
or commercial business and whatever glory he doers seq u I re is short-lived, 
unless he Is of sin h exceptional ability that lie can establish a record of 
long standing. 
Most of the am ateur athletes cherlfb their status an an am ateur, and 
many times iii tho face cif great temptation, Charley Paddock, for Instate «•, 
was offered $30,000 recently to engage in u three w e e k s ’ stoles of races on a 
circuit iii California. 
He declined. 
The sprint king has received numerous other offers In the past to engage 
In professional work, and he might have earned $ I OO .OOO for sn* Ii servo es if 
he had chosen to leave the am ateur ran k s. 
Considering that the gate receipts for big meets run into large sums of 
money annually, it does not seem lust that mu ii loyalty should go totaliv un­ 
rewarded.
